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City officials may breathe eas­ 
ier no^ tha t the Indiana State 
Supreme Court has decided that 
cities are not responsible finan­ 
cially for drownings in municip­ 
ally-operated swimming pools. 
A city always is a target for 
some one who feels like damages 
should be paid for some injury 
and there may be found on court 
records 
numerous 
instances 
wherein judgment has been ren­ 
dered on claims tha t look ex­ 
tremely far-fetched. 
With the possibility of a swim­ 
ming pool here, the court deci­ 
sion rules th a t if the city uses 
reasonable precautions for safe­ 
ty. then the financial 
burden 
does not fall upon the city. 
In the case just 
decided, 
a 
court at Evansville had given a 
mother of an eleven-year-old boy 
judgment for $1,000. The city of 
Evansville took an appeal, and 
the higher court reversed 
the 
decision of the lower court. 


It is interesting to note in 
news dispatches, th a t the Amer­ 
ican Newspaper Association, in 
meeting in New York recently, 
evinced interest in the develop­ 
ment of a newsprint paper in­ 
dustry in the slash pine regions 
of the South. This is a circum­ 
stance which ought to be highly 
gratifying to every American who 
has the economic welfare of the 
country at heart. 
This newly developed interest 
is neither entirely patriotic nor 
otherwise disinterested. It 
has 
been quickened principally 
by 
the fa ct tha t the price of Canad­ 
ian newsprint has been 
rising 
by leaps and bounds with the re­ 
sult tha t the 
great 
American 
newspaper publishers see them ­ 
selves coming more and more in­ 
to the power of the international 
newsprint barons. 
For several years now there 
have been suggestions, especially 
from tlm '.. living in the South, 
that there ought to be developed 
a newsprint industry in the slash 
pine regions. It has been pointed 
out tha t the industry would aid 
not only the newspapermen in 
protecting them from the inter­ 
national paper industry but help 
also 
the 
agricultural 
regions 
which would be most directly a f­ 
fected and badly need new in­ 
dustry . 
If we had a newsprint industry 
cf our own in our slash pine dis­ 
trict we would not be dependent 
en Europe and Canadian 
sup­ 
plies and the desire of foreign 
capitalists to get as much money 
out of American newspaper pub­ 
lishers as possible.

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THE DANGER OF FASCISM 
S enator B orah in the U nited S tates S enate 
the other d ay took occasion to w arn the people of 
a grow ing peril of Fascism in the U nited S tates. 
He d eclared tha t a su btle propagand a effort is 
being pu t forth by the ad v ocates of tha t theory 
of gov ernm ent in the U nited S tates and tha t 
w hile there is not y et an organized Fascist force 
in the U nited S tates those who fav or the theory 
can u su ally be id entified by the ir apology for the 
F ascist lead ers abroad . Mr. B orah qu ite prop­ 
erly s a id : 
“Mr. P resid ent, I hav e no choice betw een Com­ 
m u nism and Fascism . T he la tte r is su pposed to 
be m ore respectable tha n the form er and find s a 
m ore read y entree into respectable society . B u t 
they are both enem ies of ev ery v ital liberty and 
ev ery right and priv ilege of the av erage m an or 
w om an. B oth red u ce the av erage citizen to a 
sta te of political and econom ic serfd om . B oth 
su cceed in breed ing and fostering d iscontent in 
all the d ifferent nations in the world . 
B oth 
hav e the ir activ e propagand ists in ou r own cou n­ 
try .” 
S enator B orah d enou nced Fascism becau se 
of the reported m assacres a t G u ernica and in 
E thiopia. T here are, of cou rse, no sane and re ­ 
sponsible people in ou r cou ntry who wou ld a d ­ 
v ocate su ch tactics for the U nited S tates. Com­ 
m u nism , it is tru e, is openly preached in the 
U nited S tates bu t is opposed by the great m ass 
of ou r loy al citizens who still believ e in repre­ 
sentativ e d em ocracy . 
B u t d espite the lack of open ad v ocacy of 
the m ore ru thless political or phy sical form s of 
Fascism here, it will not d o to d ism iss the d a n­ 
ger of some sort of A m erican fascism lightly , and 
m ore tha t it will d o to pooh-pooh all d anger of 
com m u nism . 
A m erica is not R u ssia y et there 
can be an A m ericanized form of C om m u nism , 
ju st as there m ight be an A m erican b rand of 
Fascism . Theories hav e a way of apply ing the m ­ 
selv es d ifferently in v ariou s cou ntries to fit the 
need s of the nations they seek to serv e or to 
enthrall. 
Fascism need therefore come in neither w ith 
v iolent rev olu tion or m ass slau ghter. T he prim e 
principle of Fascism , as of Com m u nism , is to 
centralize all au thority in the national gov ern­ 
m ent, in one spot and ev entu ally in one m an. 
Fascism is a form of sta te control of capitalism , 
and of the ind iv id u al who has a right in a d em o­ 
cratic cou ntry , to liv e in an atm osphere of re a s­ 
onable liberty . 
We hav e had , in m u ch of ou r national, legis­ 
lation ad opted and proposed d u ring the past 
few y ears, a d isposition to centralize all a u thor­ 
ity a t W ashington, to take power and responsi­ 
bility of action from the legislativ e b ranch of 
the gov ernm ent and lod ge it w ith the ex ecu tiv e. 
T he late NRA w ith its fed eral regu lation of bu si­ 
ness, gre a t and sm all, is a case in point. T ru e it 
was held u nconstitu tional, b u t there are other 
NRA’sd n the m aking. 
T hen we hav e had recently enacted the Gu ffey 
law w hich giv es the fed eral au thority the right 
to regu late the coal bu siness of the cou ntry . 
T here are other proposals for price fix ing, both 
in the realm s of capital and labor. All of this 
tend s tow ard centralization of au thority and 


m ight easily d ev elop into a form of A m erican 
Fascism not u shered in by v iolence, black or 
brow n shirts, and clipping the ind epend ence of 
the Su prem e C ou rt m ight easily be another step 
in the sam e d irection. 


THEY CAN PAY 
T he argu m ent is frequ ently pu t forw ard by 
those internationalists here and abroad tha t 
foreign d efau lting nations cannot pay u s w hat 
they owe u s becau se to d o so wou ld u pset the in­ 
te rna tiona l m oney balances. I t is also argu ed 
by those who fav or lower tariffs tha t in ord er to 
get foreign trad e we m u st perm it m ore im ports 
so tha t we m ay sell m ore abroad . 
T he argu m ents are based on the assu m ption 
tha t the U nited S tates is a great cred itor n a ­ 
tion. Well, this m ay hav e been the case a few 
y ears ago bu t cond itions hav e changed . In 1926 
ou r ex cess of ex ports ov er im ports am ou nted to 
ov er $337 ,000,000. Ten y ears later, la st y ear in 
fact, ou r ex cess of ex ports ov er im ports w as only 
a little m ore tha n $35 ,000,000. 
T he reciprocal 
tariff treaties hav e gotten in the ir v /ork. And 
this, it is to be rem em bered , d oes not take into 
accou nt the m illions spent abroad by A m erican 
tou rists, and A m erican pu rchasers of E u ropean 
sw eepstakes tickets, nor the ad d itional m illions 
sent abroad by aliens in the U nited S tates. If 
these were taken into consid eration the balance 
of trad e wou ld be against u s. 
In fact, we hav e becom e a d ebtor instead of 
a cred itor nation, a situ ation w hich ou ght to 
bring a great d eal of glee to the internationalists 
who hav e alw ay s thou ght tha t Uncle Sam shou ld 
play S anta Clau s to the world . D u ring the past 
few y ears m any foreign nations from w hich we 
bou ght secu rities in the d ay s of ou r great trad e 
balance hav e so d efau lted on these obligations 
tha t the pictu re has entirely changed in this 
respect. 
In ad d ition to the w rite-d ow n alread y m ad e on 
the foreign d ebts, throu gh international agree­ 
m ent, the U nited S tates, by cheapening its d ollar, 
has v irtu ally clipped another forty per cent off 
the d ebts. T here seem s to be no reason now 
therefore why they shou ld not pay u s, especially 
in v iew of the m illions they are spend ing each 
y ear getting read y for the nex t war. 
T he old argu m ents no longer hold good . T he 
change in the v alu e of the d ollar, the shrinkage 
of ou r foreign trad e and the d efau lt on so m any 
foreign secu rities held in the U nited S tates, 
cou pled w ith the trem end ou s sale of A m erican 
secu rities to foreigners hav e entirely changed the 
pictu re. They cou ld pay u s now w ithou t any pa r­ 
ticu lar hard ship. They d o not pay becau se they 
regard the d ebt as a political one and feel su re 
they can escape pay m ent. All prom ises m ad e 
early in the New D eal’s first ad m inistration to 
the effect tha t the d ebt wou ld be collected , hav e 
gone by the board . 
And if any te nd er-hearte d A m erican is w eep­ 
ing ov er the hard ship tha t wou ld be v isited on 
ou r E u ropean b rethre n in renew ing d ebt pay ­ 
m ents, let him rem em ber tha t the sam e hard ship 
is now being v isited on the A m erican people, be­ 
cau se ou r tax pay ers hav e to raise the m oney to 
pay the interest on the d ebts owed by the d e­ 
fau lting E u ropean nations.
